Madam  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1958,  in  which  is  incorporated. the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  report  is  prepared 
in  accordance  with  instructions  laid  down  in  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  No.  22/58  dated  9th  December,  1958. 

From  a  study  of  the  Vital  Statistics  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  has  been  a  rise  in  the  Birth  Rate  and  in  the  Death  Rate. 
The  Birth  Rate  was  12 <>51  per  1,000  population  (11o73  in  1957) 
and  the  Death  Rate  was  9° 76  per  1,000  population  (9.41  in  1937). 
16  deaths  were  registered  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  vear, 
15  of  which  occurred  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  The* 
Infant  Mortality  rate  was  25° 97  per  1,000  live  births  (31® 19  in 


There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  notified  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year, 
65  cases  as  against  549c  This  decrease  is  mainly  due  to  the  fact 
that  there  were  only  10  cases  of  measles  (454  cases:  in  1957). 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified.  It  will  be  seen  from 
the  paragraph  dealing  with  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  that  the 
percentage  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  6  months  and 
15  years  vaccinated  against  Poliomyelitis  has  risen  from  37°6% 
to  54o4%0  This  is  gratifying  but  a  much  higher  percentage  must 
be  attained  if  this  disease  is  to  be  eliminated,  which  I  think  it 
can  be.  -Certainly,  the  results  so  far  are  very  promising  and  give 
rise  to  the  hope  that  in  the  future,  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  will 
be  as  few  and  far  between  as  cases  of  Diphtheria  now  are. 

The  routine  work  of  the  Department  was  carried  out 
satisfactorily  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  under  the  able 
direction  of  Mr.  F.  T.  Harrison,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  of  clinical 
material,  water,  milk  and  foodstuffs  is  carried  out  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  which  is  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Mackay-Skolley.  Chemical  analysis  is  carried  out  at  the 
County  Chemical  Laboratory  under  the  direction  of  A. 

Houlbrooke,  Esq.,  M.Sc.?  F.R.I.C.,  County  Analyst. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

Ambulances  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  the  transport 
of  infectious  and  non-infectious  cases.  The  service  is  free  and 
available  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

Hospital  Facilities 

There  are  no  hospitals  sited  in  the  Borough  so  that  the 
inhabitants  have  to  use  those  situated  in  neighbouring  areas. 

The  chief  ones  are  the  Corbett  Hospital,  Stourbridge;,  the 
Guest  Hospital,  Dudley  and  the  City  of  Birmingham  Hospitals. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  majority  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring 
hospital  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Moxley  Isolation  Hospital, 
Wednesbury.  No  difficulty  is  experienced  in  removing  cases. 
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The  care  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  is  the  responsibility 
of  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Boardo  Clinics  are  held  daily 
at  Parsons  Street,  Dudley,,  Sanatoria,  are  situated  at  Grounds! aw 
Prestwood,  Kinver  and  Himley. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres

SCARLET  FEVER.  There  were  27  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  23  cases  in  1957*  7  cases 

were  removed  to  Hospital,  the  remainder  being  treated  at  home. 

The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Cases  are  only  removed  to  Hospital  if  they  cannot  be  properly 
treated  at  home,  or  if  there  are  reasons  in  the  Public 
interest  why  they  should  be  isolated  in  Hospital. 

WHOOPING  COUGH.  There  were  3  cases  of  whooping  cough 
notified  (26  in  1957)  1  of  which  was  removed  to  Hospital, 
and  there  were  no  deaths.  262  children  were  immunised 
against  Whooping  Cough  during  the  year. 

POLIOMYELITIS.  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified 
in  the  district  during  the  year. 

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

This  service  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  and  I  am 
indebted  to  Dr.  W.  A.  McLennan,  Area  Medical  Officer  for  the 
following  information. 

The  tables  set  out  below  show  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 
state  in  this  Borough  as  at  the  3^st  March,  1959,  with  the 
figures  in  brackets  showing  the  corresponding  numbers  of  children 
vaccinated  as  at  the  24th  July,  1958. 

Included  in  this  report  are  the  children  born  during  1943* 
Although  most  of  them  have  now  left  school,  they  were  in  fact 
vaccinated  during  the  last  twelve  months.  The  overall 
percentage  of  the  children  born  from  1943  onwards,  that  have  so 
far  completed  the  initial  course  of  vaccination  (2  injections) 
is  still  below  50%,  but  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  next  month 
this  percentage  will  have  reached  the  50%  mark.

Madam  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  my  fifth  Annual  Report  I  have  commented  on  the 
various  services  under  their  respective  headings  in  an  attempt  to 
reduce  the  length  of  these  opening  remarks.  It  would  be  remiss  of 
me  however  to  omit  mention  of  the  encouragement  given  by  the  Health 
Committee,  the  co-operation  of  the  Town  Clerk,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  other  Officials  and  the  very  satisfying  results  of  the 
labours  of  my  Deputy,  Mr.  L.  Coombes,  the  District  Inspectors  and 
Office  Staff  of  the  Department.  Many  thanks  are  also  due  to 
Mr.  Ho  Thompson,  foreman,  and  his  Staff  of  Workmen  for  maintaining 
the  high  standard  of  the  Cleansing  Section. 

The  Council  have  wisely  decided  to  demolish  the  Powke  Lane  Depot 
which  is  rapidly  becoming  derelict  and  start  building  the  new  Central 
Depot.  Damage  to  the  old  unfenced  depot  is  continuous  and  severe, 
due  in  some  degree  to  its  proximity  to  a  large  housing  estate,  and 
similar  trouble  is  experienced  on  the  adjoining  tip  which  as  it 
happens  is  not  expected  to  last  for  many  more  years. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  an  unchanged  Staff,  confirming  the 
wisdom  of  the  salary  policy  of  the  Council  as  applied  to  District 
Inspectors  and  the  result  has  been  an  increased  amount  of  work  with 
the  clearing  up  of  some  oldstanding  difficulties,  many  of  which 
resulted  in.  court  action  as  outlined  elsewhere. 

Slum  Clearance  is  proceeding  according  to  plan  as  far  as 
inspections  and  representations  are  concerned  but  the  bottlenecks 
of  Ministry  Enquiries  and  availability  of  new  houses  create  some 
difficulties.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  promised  increase  in 
Council  house  building  will  materialise  in  1959° 

The  charts  and  returns  in  the  body  of  the  report  will  repay 
careful  study  and  I  recommend  this  to  all  Members  of  the 
Council.

being  discharged  into  the  River  StoUr. 

A  small  sewage  disposal  works  is  in  use  at  Tividale r , the 
effluent  being  discharged  into  a  tributory  of  the  Tame. 

New  drainage  work  under  the  Local  Building  Byelaws  is 
supervised  by  the  Building  Inspector,  but  general  repair  work,  in 
compliance  with  notices  served  is  done  through  the  Public  Health 
Department.

The  Department  has  again  maintained  a  weekly  collect ior 
throughout  the  year  and  at  a  most  economical  cost  to  the  rate¬ 
payer.  It  is  amazing  that  with  present  day  labour  costs,  plus 
bonus,  plus  expensive  vehicles  and  dear  fuel,  the  cost  of 
clearing  each  individual  house  is  sixpence  per  week,  including 
collection  and  disposal 0  This  is  the  result  of  a  generous  bonus 
scheme,  very  careful  planning  of  expenditure;  no  false  economy  in 
plant  and  tools,  and  adequate  supervision. 

The  Members  of  the  Council  are  justly  proud  of  this  service 
but  I  am  sure  they  are  still  awake  to  possible  improvements  and 
show  this  in  their  purchase  of  a  County  Crawler  for  disposal  work 
to  replace  the  Muledoxer  which  has  given  yeoman  service. 

Bins,  with  lids  in  place,  are  brought  to  the  kerbside  by 
the  collectors  to  avoid  dust  nuisance  as  far  as  is  practicable. 

A  careful  study  is  being  made  of  new  dustless  methods  of 
loading  with  particular  reference  to  efficiency  and  cost.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 

Two  slaughterhouses  have  closed  down  during  the  year 
including  one  serving  a  bacon  factory,  consequently  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  during  the  year 
is  reduced  to  l8,671»  Nevertheless  it  is  readily  apparent  that 
this  work  occupies  a  considerable  amount  of  Inspectors’  time  when 
consideration  is  given  to  the  varying  times  and  places  of 
slaughter. 

Forty  three  slaughtermen's  licences  were  renewed  during  the 
year. 

The  much  publicised  Slaughterhouses  Act  appeared  during  the 
year,  closely  followed  by  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  and  Hygiene 
Regulations.  It  never  ceases  to  be  a  source  of  wonder  to  me  that 
the  simple  issue  of  slaughtering  animals  for  human  consumption 
evokes  such  complicated  legislation,  constantly  requiring 
amendment  and  as  constantly  proving  a  source  of  irritation  to 
Meat  Traders  and  Local  Authorities  alike.  Of  course  we  need 
properly  constructed  and  properly  controlled  premises  as 
slaughterhouses  -  public  or  private  -  but  I  feel  very  strongly 
that  if  our  legislators  had  to  take  a  turn  as  administrators 
of  Food  and  Drugs  legislation  then  future  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 
and  Regulations  might  well  differ  from  those  we  have  suffered 
in  the  past. 

All  butchers  have  been  informed  as  simply  as  is  practicable 
of  the  implications  of  these  enactments,  and  will  shortly  be 
required  to  supply  information  as  to  alterations  &c.  to 
slaughterhouses  for  incorporation  in  the  'Slaughterhouse  Report’ 
to  be  submitted  by  the  Council  to  the  Ministry.

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Chart  (1)  gives  the -details  of  all  installations  in  the 

Borough  contributing  to  atmospheric  pollution,  together  with 
such  numbers  of  grit  arresting  plants  which  are  already 
installed  and  working,,  The  figures  vary  month  by  month  but 
the  chart  gi^es  the  position  at  December,  195$,  and  illustrates 
very  well  the  extent  and  variety  of  the  problem .  It  is  amazing 
that  in  an  overpopulated  Borough  of  this  description  no  less 
than  4l  steam  raising  boilers,  J>0  cupolas  and  926  other  furnaces 
(not  including  space  heating  boilers,  kilns  and  other  processes) 
are  working  in  and  near  residential  neighbourhoods* 

Credit  must  be  given  to  local  industry  that  very  few 
complaints  of  dark  or  black  smoke  are  received,  but  obviously 
products  of  combustion  on  a  large  scale,  visible  or  invisible 
are  being  added  to  the  atmosphere*  The  S04  gauges  confirm  this 
and  at  the  same  time  reveal  almost  a  50/50  contribution  from 
the  domestic  hearth.  One  is  bound  to  have  some  sympathy  for  a 
house  occupier  when  it  is  suggested  that  he  should  burn  smokeless 
fuel  in  a  converted  hearth  when  a  few  yards  away  several  large 
cupolas  may  be  fouling  the  atmosphere  owing  to  the  fact  that  no 
apparatus  exists  for  abating  this  type  of  fume  nuisance*  Even 
more  consideration  should  be  shown  to  the  harassed  Public  Health 
Inspector  who  receives  brickbats  from  all  quarters  and  all  too 
rarely  bouquets  for  work  conscientiously  carried  out. 

Chart  (11)  shows  some  result  of  that  work  expressed  in  a 
reduction  in  the  amount  of  solids  deposited  per  square  mile 
in  the  last  five  years  -  a  25%  reduction  in  the  ease  of  Old  Hill 
and  a  l4%  reduction  in  a  residential  area  of  Blackheath.  This 
represents  a  considerable  achievement  by  the-  Health  Inspectorate 
of  the  Borough.  ■ 


The  sulphur  dioxide  records  show  a  monotonously  high  reading 
with  no  significant  variation  year  by  year,  although  the 
seasonal  variation  gives  a  pointer  to  the  proportion  of 
domestic  pollution. 

Chart  (111)  gives  the  readings  of  SG~  and  solids  per  square 
mile  for  the  current  year.
